WHAT    MEANS     IT— TO    BE    SAVED? 

By  Dr.  James  E.  Talmage. 
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APOSTLE  JAMES  E.  TALMAGE. 

"  We  believe  that  through  the  Atone- 
ment of  Christ,,  all  mankind  may  be  saved, 
by  obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel." 

A  comforting  assurance;,  is  it  not  ?  The 
Atonement  of  Christ  received  attention 
in  our  service  a  week  ago ;  let  us  turn  our 
thoughts  now  to  the  fact  attested  by 
scriptures  many,  that  by  means  divinely 
instituted  all  mankind  may  be  saved, 
failing  not,  however,  to  distinguish  be- 
tween may  be  and  shall  be. 

In  this  connection  we  may  profitably  ask 
ourselves:  What  does  being  saved  mean? 


Practically  everybody  of  religious  bent, 
more  especially  those  of  honest  Christian 
belief — all  indeed  who  believe  in  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul — talk,  or  at  least 
think,  about  being  saved.  The  saved 
condition  is  a  subject  of  enduring  con- 
cern, and  rightly  so,  for  it  is  of  more  than 
vital  importance;  its  significance  has  to 
do  with  eternity.  Preachers  preach  it, 
teachers  teach  it,  as  an  assured  reality; 
while  the  numerous  churches  of  the  day 
profess  to  give  their  members  and  pros- 
pective converts  methods  and  means 
whereby  this  blessed  state  may  be  attained. 

The  Saved  and  the,  Unsaved. 

That  there  is  such  state  or  condition 
is  beyond  all  question  to  every  believing 
reader  of  Holy  Writ,  for  therein  we  find 
the  testimony  of  prophets  and  apostles, 
and  particularly  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Christ,  who  made  the  way  of  securing 
salvation  the  great  objective  throughout 
His  teachings.  His  spokesman  before 
Him,  Jeremiah,  voiced  with  prophetic 
fervour  the  anguish  of  those  who  fail  to 
attain,  as  they  wail  their  lamentation: 
■'  The  harvest  is  past,  the  summer  is 
ended,,  and  we  are  not  saved." 

Saved  from  what?  Saved  from  the 
effect  of  individual  sins,  unrepented  of. 
unexpiated,  and  therefore  unforgiven.  In 
theological  and  scriptural  usage  being 
saved  signifies  being  rescued  or  delivered, 
extricated  or  emancipated.  The  essence 
of  sin,  as  we  have  seen,  lies  in  the  viola- 
tion of  divine  laws  and  commandments, 
and  every  such  violation  is  naturally  foi- 
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Lowed  by  penalty  upon  the  transgressor. 
But  the  plan  of  salvation  provides  that 
through  compliance  with  laws  established 
for  just  such  purpose,  the  sinner  may  be 
given  the  merciful  advantages  of  propitia- 
tion made  possible  through  the  Atonement 
of  Christ  and,  as  it  is  only  through  Him 
that  the  means  of  rescue  become  available, 
He  is  rightly  called  the  Saviour,  as  well 
as  the  Redeemer.  In  the  judgment  of 
souls  mercy  will  be  extended  to  everyone 
who  has  made  himself  eligible  to  receive 
it;  he  must  realize  the  seriousness  of  his 
condition  and  must  repentantly  yearn  and 
plead  through  prayer  and  effort  to  be 
delivered  therefrom.  Justice  demands 
that  all  prescribed  conditions  be  complied 
with.  Salvation,  or  the  state  of  being 
saved,  will  be  forced  upon  none. 

In  a  broad  sense,  therefore,  we  may 
say  that  in  the  hereafter  there  exist  two 
classes  of  disembodied  spirits — and  such 
general  classification  may  be  applied  even- 
tually to  the  resurrected  hosts — these  two 
being  the  saved  and  the  unsaved,  the  just 
and  the  unjust,  the  rescued  and  those  who 
remain  under  the  burden  of  unforgiven 
sins. 

Shall  Many  or  but  Few  be  Saved? 

Consider  the  following  as  related  to  our 
present  theme.  Of  the  Christ  it  is  written, 
as  we  read  in  the  13th  chapter  of  Luke, 
beginning  at  the  22nd  verse :  "  And  he 
went  through  the  cities  and  villages, 
teaching,  and  journeying  toward  Jeru- 
salem. Then  said  one  unto  him,  Lord,  are 
there  few  that  be  saved?  And  he  said 
unto  them :  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait 
gate,  for  many,  I  say  unto  you,  will  seek 
to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able.  When 
once  the  master  of  the  house  is  risen  up, 
and  hath  shut  to  the  door,  and  ye  begin 
to  stand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the 
door,  saying.  Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us ; 
and  he  shall  answer  and  say  unto  you, 
I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are.  ..." 
Then  said,  one  unto  him.  Lord,  are 
there  few  that  be  saved?"  We  observe 
as  a  significant  fact  that  while  Jesus  in 
no  wise  treated  the  query  as  improper, 
yet   He  gave  no  specific  or  direct  reply. 


Put  into  the  more  expansive  form  of  our 
current  speech  the  inquiry  shapes  itself 
like  this :  Lord,  tell  us,  will  many  or  only 
a  few  of  the  great  family  of  humankind 
be  saved  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven? 
The  question  has  lost  none  of  its  sum- 
moning interest  with  the  passage  of  the 
centuries.  It  is  just  as  truly  a  live  ques- 
tion to-day  as  ever.  Many  have  attempted 
to  explain  it  away  in  a  manner  most  com- 
fortable to  themselves;  but  it  will  not 
down! 

The  Master  used  the  occasion  as  a  text 
upon  which  to  base  a  forceful  yet  brief 
address  of  admonition,  encouragement  and 
instruction,  to  demonstrate  that  neglect 
or  procrastination  in  obeying  the  require- 
ments for  salvation  will  result  in  jeopardy. 
Moreover,  the  people  were  warned  that 
their  lineage  would  not  save  them ;  for 
many  who  were  not  of  the  covenant  race 
would  believe  and  gain  admittance  to  the 
Lord's  presence,  while  unworthy  Israelites 
would  be  thrust  out.  And  so  will  it  even- 
tually be  shown  that  "There  are  last  which 
shall  be  first,  and  there  are  first  which 
shall  be  last." 

Enlightening  and  valuable  as  this  teach- 
ing is,  it  has  but  indirect  bearing  upon 
the  question :  Shall  many  or  but  few  be 
saved  ?  Why  did  the  Lord  not  answer  that 
plainly,  or,  as  we  would  say,  squarely? 
Did  He  purposely  evade  it?  Surely  we 
are  not  justified  in  the  inference  that  He 
could  not  answer  the  question,  so  we  must 
look  for  the  reason  by  which  He  was  con- 
strained. That  purpose  or  reason  appears 
to  have  been  based  on  His  profound  under- 
standing of  the  human  heart  and  mind ; 
and,  true  Teacher  as  He  was.  Lie  refrained 
from  giving  a  reply  when  He  knew  that 
those  to  whom  He  spoke  were  not  prepared 
to  comprehend  His  meaning. 

Had  He  said  in  response  to  the  inquiry 
— But  few  shall  be  saved — those  people 
would  have  construed  His  answer  to  mean 
that  only  a  few,  and  they,  of  course,  the 
Jews,  would  find  a  place  in  "  Abraham's 
bosom,"  while  all  the  rest  of  mankind 
would  be  consigned  to  Sheol.  Had  He 
answered  them  bv  saving — Manv.  many 
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shall  be  saved — they  would  have  taken  it 
to  mean  that  the  great  majority  of  man- 
kind shall  attain  supreme  glory  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven,  and  only  a  few  are 
to  find  a  place  in  hell.  Either  inference 
is  untrue. 

Heaven  and  Hell. 

The  Jewish  people  of  that  day  seemed 
to  have  had  no  clear  conception  of  graded 
conditions  in  the  hereafter;  they  thought 
of  but  two  places,  states  or  conditions, 
beyond  the  grave — Heaven  and  Hell. 
Wisely  the  Master  avoided  answering  a 
good  question  because  His  hearers  were 
not  fully  prepared  to  understand  the  truth 
involved.  However,  He  gave  them  prac- 
tical lessons — told  them  to  look  to  them- 
selves, told  them  that  in  the  future  some 
would  come  up  claiming  acquaintanceship 
with  Him  and  He  would  say  to  thern :  "  I 
know  you  not  whence  ye  are." 

In  the  same  sense  in  which  the  ex- 
pression is  used  here,  God  knows  not  them 
who  know  not  Him.  Our  knowledge  of 
God  depends  upon  mutual  acquaintance. 
He  knows  those  who  know  Him,  and  He 
is  ready  and  willing  to  acknowledge 
acquaintanceship,  and  close  acquaintance- 
ship at  that,  with  those  who  have  drawn 
near  unto  Him,  not  in  outward  form  or  by 
wordy  phrase,  but  in  sincerity  of  heart. 

True,  the  Scriptures  generalise  the 
future  estate  of  the  righteous  as  Heaven, 
and  the  opposite  as  Hell,  without  giving 
warrant,  however,  for  the  belief  that  but 
two  places  or  realms  are  provided,  to  one 
or  the  other  of  which  every  soul  is  to 
be  consigned  according  to  the  balance 
sheet  of  his  life's  account,  perhaps  on  a 
small  margin  of  merit  or  guilt.  Equally 
unscriptural  is  the  inference  that  the  state 
of  the  soul  at  death  determines  his  place 
and  environment  throughout  eternity- 
forever  deprived  of  opportunity  to  pro- 
gress. 

Gradations  in  the  Hereafter. 

In  His  discourse  to  the  Apostles  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  betrayal,  Christ 
sought  to  cheer  their  saddened  hearts  with 
the  assurance:  "In  m,y  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions."     (John  14:2.)      Addi- 


tional light  is  here  thrown  upon  the  future 
state — many  mansions  !  many  gradations  ! 
many  degrees ! — not  simply  two  places,  a 
heaven  for  one  class  and  a  hell  for  the 
rest.  The  subject  is  carried  further  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord  given  by  revelatioii 
to  His  servant,  the  Apostle  Paul,  whose 
incisive  affirmation  is  found  in  I  Corin- 
thians, 15  :  40-42  :  "There  are  also  celestial 
bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial;  but  the 
glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory 
of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  There  is 
one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory 
of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the 
stars:  for  one  star  differeth  from  another 
star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead." 

Here  we  have  two  kingdoms  of  glory 
distinctively  named — the  Celestial  and  the 
Terrestrial,  and  then  a  third  to  which  no 
name  is  given.  The  three  are  aptly  com- 
pared to  the  respective  brilliancy  of  sun, 
moon  and  stars.  We  are  to  bear  in  mind 
that  Paul's  summary  is  directly  applied 
to  souls  in  their  resurrected  state.  This 
carries  us  back  to  the  Lord's  personal 
teaching;  ponder  the  deep  significance  of 
His  words :'"  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  The  hour  is  coming,  and  now  is, 
when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the 
Son  of  God,  and  they  that  hear  shall 
live.  *  *  Marvel  not  at  this:  for  the 
hour  is  coming,  in  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  shall  hear  His  voice,  and  shall 
come  forth;  they  that  hare  done  good, 
unto  the  resurrection  of  life:  and  they 
that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrection 
of  damnation."      (John  5:25.  28,  29.) 

Resurrection  for  Just  and  ['iijust. 
This  has  proved  baffling  to  many,  both 
learned  and  unlearned;  but  a  later  and 
fuller  exposition  has  been  given.  In 
1832,  the  Lord  took  up  the  subject  again, 
this  time  through  modern-day  prophets, 
Joseph  Smith  and  Sidney  Kigdon,  unto 
whom  he  showed  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  world  beyond  respecting  the  state 
of  the  souls  of  men.  Joseph  Smith  states 
that  he  and  his  associate  were  seeking 
light  .concerning  the  meaning  of  that 
verse,  and  this  exposition  was  given  nnto 
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them  through  revelation :  "  Speaking  of 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  concerning 
those  who  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son 
of  Man,  and  shall  come  forth — They  who 
have  done  good  in  the  resurrection  of  the 
just,  and  they  who  have  done  evil  in  the 
resurrection  of  the  unjust — "  (Doctrine 
and  Covenants,  Section  76.) 

Joseph  Smith  adds  to  the  record :  "Now 
this  caused  us  to  marvel/'  and  well  it 
might  cause  men  to  marvel,  for  thereto- 
fore the  fact  had  never  been  made  so  plain 
that  there  is  to  be  a  definite  and  separate 
resurrection  of  the  unjust.  It  was  further 
shown  that  there  are  gradations  in  the 
manner  foreshadowed  by  Paul  concerning 
the  glory  of  the  Celestial  as  comparable 
with  the  sun,  of  the  Terrestrial  as  likened 
unto  the  moon,  and  of  another  such  as 
could  be  compared  with  the  stars  for 
brightness. 

The  circumstances  under  which  this 
revelation  was  given  in  the  current  dis- 
pensation were  of  transcendent  glory.  Let 
the  record  speak  for  itself :  "  And  while 
we  meditated  upon  these  things,  the  Lord 
touched  the  eyes  of  our  understandings, 
and  they  were  opened,  and  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  shone  round  about.  *  *  *  And 
now,  after  the  many  testimonies  which 
have  been  given  of  him,  this  is  the  testi- 
mony, last  of  all,  which  we  give  of  him: 
That  he  lives!  For  we  saw  him,  even 
on  the  right  hand  of  God;  and  we  heard 
the  voice  bearing  record  that  he  is  the 
Only  Begotten  of  the  Father — That  by 
him,  and  through  him,  and  of  him,  the 
worlds  are  and  were  created,  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof  are  begotten  sons  and 
daughters  unto  God." 

The  Celestial  Kingdom. 

Then  read  of  the  distinctive  states, 
glories,  or  kingdoms,  to  which  the  several 
classes  of  souls  shall  belong,  each  according 
to  the  true  record  of  his  life : 

"  And  again  we  bear  record — for  we 
saw  and  heard,  and  this  is  the  testimony 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  concerning  them 
who  shall  come  forth  in  the  resurrection 
of  the  just — They  are  they  who  received 
the  testimony  of  Jesus,  and  believed  on 


his  name  and  were  baptized  after  the  man- 
ner of  his  burial,  being  buried  in  the  water 
in  his  name,  and  this  according  to  the 
commandment  which  he  has  given.  *  *  * 
These  are  they  who  shall  come  forth  in 
the  resurrection  of  the  just.  *  *  *  These 
are  they  who  are  just  men  made  perfect 
through  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new 
covenant,  who  wrought  out  this  perfect 
atonement  through  the  shedding  of  his 
own  blood.  These  are  they  whose  bodies 
are  Celestial,  whose  glory  is  that  of  the 
sun,  even  the  glory  of  God,  the  highest 
of  all,  whose  glory  the  sun  of  the  firma- 
ment is  tvritten  of  as  being  typical." 

The  Terrestrial. 

Here  it  is  shown  that  the  Celestial 
inheritance  is  for  those  who  have  accepted 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  on  the  earth,  and 
rendered  valiant  service  in  the  cause  of 
righteousness,  those  who  have  yielded 
obedience  to  all  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  revealed  Gospel.  Concerning  those 
of  the  next  lower  order  we  learn: 

"  And  again,  we  saw  the  Terrestrial 
world,  and  behold  and  lo,  these  are  they 
who  are  of  the  Terrestrial,  whose  glory 
differs  from  that  of  the  church  of  the 
Firstborn  who  have  received  the  fullness 
of  the  Father,  even  as  that  of  the  moon 
differs  from  the  sun  in  the  firmament. 
*  *  *  Who  received  not  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  in  the  flesh,  but  afterwards  received 
it.  These  are  they  who  are  honourable 
men  of  the  earth,  who  were  blinded  by 
the  craftiness  of  men.  These  are  they 
who  receive  of  his  glory,  but  not  of  his 
fullness.  *  *  *  Wherefore,  they  are  bodies 
Terrestrial  and  not  bodies  Celestial,  and 
differ  in  glory  as  the  moon  differs  from 
the  sun.  These  are  they  who  are  not  vali- 
ant in  the  testimony  of  Jesus ;  wherefore, 
they  obtain  not  the  crown  over  the  king- 
dom of  our  God/' 

A  very  striking  contrast  this,  so 
definitely  drawn  between  those  who  attain 
the  Celestial  exaltation  and  those  who 
receive  only  Terrestrial  salvation.  Into 
the  Terrestrial  order  shall  enter  those  who 
have  failed  to  lay  hold  on  the  privileges 
of  eternal  life  while  in  the  flesh ;  "  honour- 
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able  men  of  the  earth  "  perhaps,  according 
to  human  standard,  yet  "  blinded  by  the 
craftiness'''  of  false  teachers,  false  philo- 
sophy, science  falsely  socalled.  True, 
these  shall  inherit  glory,  which  means 
power  and  opportunity,  but  not  a  fullness 
thereof. 

The    Telestial. 

Then  follows  a  description  of  the  con- 
ditions attending  a  yet  lower  order  of 
intelligencies,  as  far  below  the  brightness 
of  the  Terrestrial  kingdom  as  the  light 
of  the  stars  is  inferior  to  the  lustre  of 
the  full  moon ;  and  to  this  third  kingdom, 
described  but  not  specifically  named  by 
Paul,  the  designation  Telesiial  is  given. 
The   latter-day   scripture   continues: 

"  And  again,  we  saw  the  glory  of  the 
Telestial,  which  glory  is  that  of  the  lesser, 
even  as  the  glory  of  the  stars  differs  from 
that  of  the  moon  in  the  firmament.  These 
are  they  who  received  not  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  neither  the  testimony  of  Jesus. 
*  *  *  These  are  they  who  are  thrust  down 
to  hell.  These  are  they  who  shall  not 
be  redeemed  from  the  devil  until  the  last 
resurrection,  until  the  Lord,  even  Christ 
the  Lamb,  shall  have  finished  his  work." 

Wonder  may  arise  as  to  the  consistency 
of  designating  the  Telestial  order  a  king- 
dom of  glory,  when  within  it  are  to  be 
found  those  who  have  been  "  thrust  down 
to  hell.'"'  Answer  is  found  in  the  tenor 
of  the  revealed  word  both  ancient  and 
modern.  Even  as  eternal  glory  is  graded 
according  to  merit,  so  condemnation,  often 
spoken  of  as  punishment,  is  measured  to 
the  individual  in  just  accord  with  the 
extent  of  bis  iniquity.  The  purpose  of 
divine  punishment  is  disciplinary,  refor- 
matory, and  in  support  of  justice.  God's 
mercy  is  as  truly  manifest  in  the  expiatory 
suffering,  which  He  allows,  as  in  the  joys 
of  salvation,  which  He  bestows.  That 
every  sentence  for  sin  must  be  intermin- 
able is  as  directly  opposed  to  a  rational 
conception  of  justice  as  it  is  contradictory 
of  direct  revelation.  The  penalty  brought 
by  the  wicked  upon  himself  will  be  abated 
when  through  repentance  and  propitiation 
he  has  made  the  required  reparation. 


Duration  of  Punishment. 

One  of  the  most  glorious  truths,  fore- 
shadowed of  old,  but  revealed  in  plainness 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  is  that 
even  to  hell  there  is  exit  as  well  as  en- 
trance. When  the  sentence  of  condemna- 
tion has  been  served,  commuted  perhaps 
by  repentance  and  its  attendant  works,  the 
prison  doors  shall  open  and  the  penitent 
captive  be  afforded  opportunity  to  comply 
with  the  law  which  he  aforetime  violated. 
Then  those  who  are  prepared  will  be 
brought  forth — but  to  what?  Not  to 
supreme  exaltation,  but  to  that  order  or 
kingdom  in  which  their  lives  entitle  them 
to  have  place. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  far  below  the 
condition  of  the  Telestial  order  is  that 
of  the  Sons  of  Perdition — those  who  have 
sinned  in  full  consciousness,  those  who 
have  become  and  who  remain  wilfully  de- 
generate, denying  the  Christ,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  after  the  divine  testimony  has  been 
given  them,  those  who  have  added  to  these 
offences  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood. 
The  comparative  few  who  reach  this  state 
of  extreme  condemnation  are  doomed  to 
dwell  "  with  the  devil  and  his  angels  in 
eternity,  where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and 
the  fire  is  not  quenched,  which  is  their 
torment." 

Degrees  of  Salvation. 

Salvation  is  graded.  Those  who  attain 
even  the  Telestial  state  are  saved  from  the 
depths  of  perdition.  Those  who  find  place 
in  the  Terrestrial  kingdom  are  saved  from 
the  inferior  state  of  the  Telestial.  Those 
who  enter  the  Celestial  kingdom  of  our 
God  are  both  saved  and  exalted  in  a  super- 
lative sense. 

Thus  it  is  decreed  and  provided  that 
every  soul  shall  find  his  place  and  mingle 
with  his  kind,  in  a  state  of  lesser,  advanced 
or  supreme  salvation.  On  the  other  side 
of  the  veil  we  shall  find  many  grades  of 
society;  but  the  standard  of  classification 
will  be  a  just  one.  Here  we  are  generally 
rated  according  to  what  we  have  got  in 
this  world.  There  we  shall  take  our  place 
according  to  what  ire  are.

Physical  and  Spiritual   Vision. 

Ah,  the  objector  may  say,  but  it  is  also 
written :  "  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any 
time"  (John  1:18);  that  that  single 
sentence  of  Scripture  is  ofttimes  isolated 
from  its  context,  singled  out  and  made  to 
appear  as  an  absolute  and  all-embracing 
affirmation.  Man  with  his  mortal  limita- 
tions cannot  look  upon  anything  outside 
such  limitations  of  vision.  His  eyes  can- 
not even  endure  the  glare  of  the  electric 
light  which  he  himself  may  produce;  and 
he  may  have  to  aid  or  supplement  his 
physical  capacity  by  suitable  glasses.  He 
needs  the  microscope  to  afford  him  sight 
of  the  very  small,  and  the  telescope  to 
give  him  a  glimpse  of  what  lies  in  the 
upper  and  outer  deep.  Moses  understood 
that  he  could  not  look  upon  God  with 
unaided  vision  and  has  so  affirmed  and 
explained.  The  opening  lines  in  the  Book 
of  Moses  are  in  part :  "  The  words  of  God, 
which  he  spake  unto  Moses  at  a  time  when 
Moses  was  caught  up  into  an  exceedingly 
high  mountain,  and  he  saw  God  face  to 
face,  and  he  talked  with  him,  and  the 
glory  of  God  was  upon  Moses ;  therefore 
Moses  could  endure  his  presence  "  (Pearl 
of  Great  Price,  Book  of  Moses  1:1,  2). 
Later  verses  of  the  same  chapter  explain 
further :  "  And  the  presence  of  God  with- 
drew from  Moses,  that  his  glory  was  not 
upon  Moses  " ;  and  the  man  exclaimed : 
"  But  now  mine  own  eyes  have  beheld 
God ;  hut  not  my  natural,  but  my  spiritual 
eyes,  for  my  natural  eyes  could  not  have 
beheld;  for  I  should  have  withered  and 
died  in  his  presence;  but  his  glory  was 
upon  me ;  and  I  beheld  his  face,  for  I  was 
transfigured  before  him." 

If  it  is  possible  that  such  change  be 
wrought  upon  the  human  body  as  appears 
in  the  case  of  the  Hebrew  children,  the 
three,  and  in  the  case  of  certain  Nephites, 
all  of  whom  were  so  protected  that 
although  cast  into  fiery  furnaces  they  came 
out  without  even  the  smell  of  smoke  or 


fire  upon  their  garments,  it  is  surely  pos- 
sible for  the  Lord  to  work  such  change 
upon  the  physical  organism  that  it  can 
endure  the  functioning  of  the  spiritual 
organism,  even  under  that  high  test  of 
looking  upon  the  glory  of  God. 

Prophets  who  lived  between  the  time  of 
Moses  and  that  of  the  birth  of  Christ  saw 
the  Lord  and  declared  Him  unto  the 
people  as  they  knew  him.  Consider  the 
words  of  Isaiah :  "  In  the  year  that  king 
Uzziah  died  I  saw  also  the  Lord  sitting 
upon  a  throne,  high  and  lifted  up,  and  his 
train  filled  the  temple.  .  .  .  Then  said 
I,  Woe  is  me !  for  I  am  undone ;  because 
I  am  a  man  of  unclean  lips,  and  I  dwell 
in  the  midst  of  a  people  of  unclean  lips; 
for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  King,  the  Lord 
of  hosts"  (Isaiah  6:1,  5). 

Scriptural  Dispensations. 

The  chronological  order  of  the  dealings 
of  God  with  man,  as  recorded  in  Scrip- 
ture, demonstrates  the  successive  passing 
of  definite  periods  and  epochs,  as  in 
history  in  general ;  and  each  of  these  scrip- 
tural periods  has  been  appropriately  called 
a  Dispensation.  Thus  we  have  the  Dis- 
pensation of  Adam,  of  Noah,  of  Abraham, 
of  Moses,  each  named,  and  conveniently 
so,  by  the  name  of  the  man  to  whom  God 
communicated  His  word  and  will  as  the 
prophet  at  the  head  of  that  respective 
period. 

The  inauguration  of  every  new  dispensa- 
tion after  that  of  Adam  marked  the 
culmination  of  a  period  of  wickedness  and 
genera'  apostasy  from  the  way  of  the 
Lord;  and  every  such  period  of  apostasy 
was  primarily  characterised  by  the  loss  or 
forfeiture  of  knowledge  of  the  Living  God 
by  the  people  in  general.  During  those 
times  of  successive  apostasy  Satan  had 
been  busy  sowing  the  seeds  of  unbelief 
amidst  the  fair  flowers  and  the  wholesome 
grain  of  the  Lord's  planting,  with  the 
result  that  men  no  longer  know  God,  and, 
taxing  their  ingenuity  to  the  limit,  they 
let  their  imagination  run  wild  in  conjur- 
ing up  some  kind  of  a  conception,  the 
more  mysterious  the  better,  representing 
Deity  as  being  impersonal  and  in  fact 
non-existent. 
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The  Latest  Apostasy. 

Let  us  consider  the  most  recent  of  these 
declensions — the  great  falling  away  from 
the  truth  which  developed  rapidly  after 
the  close  of  the  apostolic  ministry  of  old. 
Remember  that  when  our  Lord's  mission 
in  mortality  was  completed  He  left  the 
Apostles,  who  had  been  duly  ordained 
and  commissioned  to  build  up  the  Church 
which  He  had  founded,  and  for  a  time 
the  Gospel  was  preached  by  them  in  its 
simplicity  and  many  were  brought  to  the 
condition  that  ensured  them  salvation. 
But  with  the  passing  of  the  Apostles,  men 
stepped  forward  with  their  own  precepts, 
and  clouds  of  error  thickened  until  the 
whole  world  fell  into  a  state  of  spiritual 
darkness,  because  mankind  had  again  for- 
gotten God.  Man  was  no  longer  willing 
to  believe  in  a  Divine  Being,  after  whose 
image  he  had  been  created,  but  tried  to 
construct  theories  of  a  mysterious  but  in- 
describable something  which  they  called 
God.  For  centuries  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land has  officially  proclaimed  this  view: 
"  There  is  but  one  living  and  True  God, 
everlasting,  without  body,  parts  or  pas- 
sions;  of  infinite  power,  wisdom  and 
goodness."  Now,  a  thing  that  possesses 
no  parts  cannot  of  itself  be  a  unit.  I  take 
that  to  be  a  fact  requiring  no  demon- 
stration. 

If  you  would  know  to  what  condition 
the  minds  of  men  have  come  in  respect 
to  their  conception  of  God,  read  the 
"  Creed  "  put  forth  at  the  Council  of  Nice, 
A.D.  325,  and  promulgated  by  a  church 
which  thus  showed  itself  to  be  in  the  very 
depths  of  apostasy.  We  may  well  pass 
over  the  question  of  controversy  as  to  the 
authorship  of  the  Nicene  and  the  later 
Athanasian  Creed.  We  read  as  the  lab- 
oured and  professedly  learned  issue  of  the 
ecclesiastical  Council  the  following: 

"  We  worship  one  God  in  Trinity,  and 
Trinity  in  Unity,  neither  confounding  the 
persons,  nor  dividing  the  substance.  For 
there  is  one  person  of  the  Father,  another 
of  the  Son,  and  another  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  But  the  Godhead  of  the  Father, 
Son,  and  Holy  Gho.st,  is  all  one ;  the  glory 
equal,   the   majesty   co-eternal.     Such   as 


the  Father  is,  such  is  the  Son,  and  such 
is  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  Father  uncreate, 
the  Son  uncreate,  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
uncreate.  The  Father  incomprehensible, 
the  Son  incomprehensible,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  incomprehensible.  The  Father 
eternal,  the  Son  eternal,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  eternal.  And  yet  there  are  not  three 
eternals,  but  one  eternal.  As  also  there  are 
not  three  incomprehensibles,  nor  three  un- 
created ;  but  one  uncreated,  and  one  incom- 
prehensible. So  likewise  the  Father  is 
Almighty,  the  Son  Almighty  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  Almighty,  and  yet  there  are  not 
three  Almighties,  but  one  Almighty.  So 
the  Father  is  God,  the  Son  is  God,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  God,  and  yet  there  are 
not  three  Gods  but  one  God." 

Can  yon  understand  it?  I  freely  con- 
fess that  it  is  beyond  my  power  of 
comprehension.  Moreover,  who  can  con- 
ceive of  the  existence  of  an  intelligent 
Being  without  parts  and  devoid  of  feeling 
and  passions?  Do  we  not  read  of  God's 
wisdom,  of  His  anger,  and  have  we  not 
instances  beyond  count  of  His  love? 
Anger  and  love  are  passions.  They  are 
possessed  by  man,  who  is  the  child  of 
God,  and  they  are  possessed  in  their  full- 
ness and  purity  by  God  Himself. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  repudiates  belief  in  that 
illimitable,  formless  being,  without  parts 
or  passions,  and  affirms  the  existence  of 
the  Living  Personal  God,  after  whose 
image  man  has  been  formed. 

The  Current  Dispensation. 

Following  the  long  period  of  spiritual 
gloom,  the  great  and  latest  and  general 
apostasy,  came  the  time  specified  in 
Scripture  as  the  Dispensation  of  Fullness, 
or  the  Last  Days;  it  dawned  upon  the 
world  in  the  manner  foretold  by  ancient 
prophets.  In  the  year  1820,  the  young 
man  Joseph  Smith,  whose  name  has  come 
to  be  known  by  good  or  evil  repute 
throughout  the  world,  was  greatly  dis- 
tressed over  the  confusion  in  doctrine  and 
practice  among  the  divergent  and  contend- 
ing sects  and  denominations  of  the  time. 
In  his  prayerful  search  for  the  truth  he 
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sought  the  wisdom  that  God  alone  can 
give.  As  he  prayed  with  full  fervency 
of  soul  he  became  conscious  of  a  great 
light  descending  upon  him,  and  he  has 
solemnly  made  record  as  follows: 

"  When  the  light  rested  upon  me  I  saw 
two  Personages,  whose  brightness  and 
glory  defy  all  description,  standing  above 
me  in  the  air.  One  of  them  spake  unto 
me,  calling  me  by  name,  and  said,  pointing 
to  the  other — '  This  is  My  Beloved  Son. 
Hear  Him/" 

Joseph  Smith  knew,  and  scores  of 
thousands  who  have  received  in  their 
hearts  divine  witness  of  the  truth  of  this 
man's  affirmation  know,  that  God  the 
Eternal  Father  and  His  Son  Jesus  Christ 
are  in  form  like  unto  perfect  men !  "  The 
Father  has  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones  as 
tangible  as  man's;  the  Son  also/' — Doc- 
trine and  Covenants  130  :  22.  And  in  the 
physical  form,  image  and  likeness  of  God, 
is  man! 

Who  could  be  better  able  to  describe 
God  than  one  who  has  seen  Him.  As  has 
been  demonstrated,  the  patriarchs  and 
prophets  of  old  spoke  of  God  as  a  Being 
whom  they  had  both  seen  and  heard.  And 
so  in  these  latter  days,  whose  testimony 
as  to  the  actual  Person  of  Deity  can  be 
more  effective  than  that  of  one  unto  whom 
God  has  been  made  manifest  in  Person? 
The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  through 
whom  the  Lord  has  opened  up  the  Dis- 
pensation of  the  Fullness  of  Times,  has 
given  us  this  positive  affirmation: 

"God  Himself  was  once  as  we  are  'now, 
and  is  an  exalted  man,  and  sits  enthroned 
in  yonder  heavens !  That  is  the  great 
secret.  If  the  veil  were  rent  to-day,  and 
the  great  God  who  holds  this  world  in 
its  orbit,  and  who  upholds  all  worlds  and 
all  things  by  His  power,  was  to  make 
Himself  visible — I  say,  if  you  were  to  see 
Him  to-day,  you  would  see  Him  like  a 
man  in  form — like  yourselves  in  all  the 
person,  image  and  very  form  as  a  man; 
for  Adam  was  created  in  the  very  fashion, 
image  and  likeness  of  God,  and  received 
instruction  from,  and  walked,  talked  and 
conversed  with  Him,  as  one  man  talks 
and   communes    with   another/'' 


Man  belongs  to  the  order  of  the  Divine  ! 
He  is  born  in  the  lineage  of  the  Gods ! 
Through  compliance  with  the  laws  and 
commandments  given  of  God,  which  mark 
the  path  of  progression,  it  is  made  pos- 
sible for  man  to  attain  the  rank  of  god- 
ship,  for  by  the  operation  of  the  eternal 
principles  of  heredity  he  may  approach 
the  status  of  his  Eternal  Father. 

Let  us  study  ourselves  in  true  sincerity ; 
then  we  may  know,  in  part  at  least,  what 
God  is  like ! 
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Untold  pleasure,  interest,  combined  with 

Mission  news  it  brings, 

Of  all  the  branches  telling, 

Rich  with  Heavenly  things, 

And  of  purity  and  love  it  sings, 

Heaven  is  the  goal, 

So  accept  its  message,  every  soul. 

So  little  book. 

One  day  we  hope  to  look, 

Upon  you  on  a  larger  scale. 

The  news  and  the  members, 

Have  to  increase. 

Everyone  who  remembers,  and 

Renders  service,  without  a  pause, 

Need  never  fear,   it  is  for  God's  cause. 

Carry  the  glorious  message, 
Right  around  the  world, 
Of  how  we  all  know. 
Sweet  story  so  true, 

Someone  else  may  be  glad  to  know,  too.

j  John  Taylor.  j 

At  the  death  of  President  Brigham 
Young  the  Twelve  Apostles  again  became 
the  first  quorum  in  authority,  and  John 
Taylor  was  its  president.  Not  until 
October,  1880;  was  the  First  Presidency 
reorganised.  At  the  general  conference  of 
the  Church  in  October  of  that  year  John 
Taylor  was  sustained  by  official  vote  of 
the  people  as  President  of  the  Church. 

This  man  was  born  November  1,  1808, 
at  Milnthorpe,  England.  In  1832  he  fol- 
lowed other  members  of  the  family  who 
had  already  migrated  to  Canada,  where 
he  became  a  zealous  preacher  of  Metho- 
dism. However,  he  was  concerned  over 
the  growing  conviction  that  the  sectarian 
teachings  of  the  day  fell  short  of  scrip- 
tural requirements.  He  recognised  the 
lack  of  divine  revelation  to  guide  the 
churches ;  and  at  this  critical,  or  shall 
we  say  opportune,  period  of  his  life  he 
began  an  investigation  of  "  Mormonism.'' 
He  and  his  wife  were  baptised  into  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  in  1836  ;  and  thence  forward  to  the 
(Mid  of  his  days  he  was  a  forceful  advocate 
and  an  undaunted  defender  of  the  Church 
and  its  doctrines. 

Between  him  and  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  there  existed  a  bond  of  affection 
stronger  than  the  love  of  man  for  woman. 
His  inspired  hymn  "  The  Seer  "  is  a  soul- 
ful tribute  to  the  martyred  Prophet;  as 
also  is  the  appealing  composition  "  0,  give 
me  back  my  Prophet  dear,"  a  pathetic 
lament  over  the  martyrdom  of  Joseph  and 
Hyrum.  John  Taylor  voluntarily  shared 
imprisonment  with  Joseph  and  Hyrum 
Smith  at  Carthage,  111.,  and  in  the 
fusilade  of  shots  which  caused  their 
deaths  he  was  struck  by  four  bullets,  three 


of  which  entered  his  body,  while  the  fourth 
was  stopped  by  contact  with  the  watch  in 
his  pocket. 

Missionary  Service. 

John  Taylor  was  ordained  an  apostle 
in  December,  1838.  In  the  following 
summer  he  was  one  of  the  missionary 
band  bound  for  the  British  Isles,  in  which 
lands  he  was  prominent  as  a  preacher 
and  writer  of  the  Gospel.  After  his  return 
to  the  body  of  the  saints  he  continued 
his  effective  literary  work  and  was  an 
active  participant  in  civic  affairs  at 
Nauvoo.  He  reached  the  valley  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake,  in  charge  of  a  company 
of  British  immigrants,  in  the  autumn  of 
1847.  Two  years  later  he  left  on  a  mis- 
sion to  France  and  Germany,  in  the  course 
of  which  his  ability  and  zeal  both  in  oral 
preaching  and  through  printed  publica- 
tions brought  many  converts  into  the 
Church.  Returning  in  1852  he  became 
identified  with  many  great  movements  for 
civic  and  material  betterment,  and  served 
as  an  influential  member  in  the  upper 
house  of  the  legislature.  He  was  per- 
sistent in  the  repeated  effort  of  the  people 
to  gain  statehood  for  Utah. 

It  was  during  President  Taylor's  ad- 
ministration that  the  nation-wide  agita- 
tion against  the  "  Mormon  "  people  over 
the  question  of  plural  marriage  reached 
a  high  level.  Plurality  of  wives  had  been 
recognised  in  the  Church  from  the  time 
of  Joseph  Smith,  through  whom  had  been 
given  the  revelation  relating  to  the  eter- 
nity of  the  marriage  covenant.  Gross 
misrepresentations  as  to  the  purpose  and 
practice  of  this  doctrine  had  been  made 
the  excuse  for  intense  opposition  to 
"  Mormonism  "  in  its  entirety.  According 
to  later  record,  based  on  thorough  investi- 
gation, never  more  than  five  per  cent,  of 
the  Latter-day  Saints  had  lived  in  that 
order,  nevertheless  "  polygamy  "  was  made 
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the  rallying  cry  for  all  classes  of  oppon- 
ents, who  seemed  to  have  become 
obsessed  with  a  determination  to  destroy 
the  Church. 

Plural  Marriage  Question. 

President  Taylor  and  his  associates  held 
that  federal  legislation  directed  against 
the  people  on  this  account  was  unconsti- 
tutional; and  one  phase  of  the  question 
after  another  was  carried  to  the  appellate 
courts  for  construction  and  decision.  The 
leaders  of  the  Church  maintained  that 
their  people  were  not  law-breakers,  but 
stated  that  they  were  unwilling  to  be 
brought  to  trial  while  the  terms  of  the 
law  were  perniciously  applied  and  unjust- 
ly administered.  The  iniquitous  Test 
Oath  and  the  heinous  Segregation  Doc- 
trine were  common  features  of  the  mal- 
administration of  the  courts  in  charges 
relating  to  plural  marriage;  and  under 
the  conclusive  demonstration  that  fairness 
could  not  be  obtained  before  the  territorial 
tribunals,  many  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  went  into  voluntary  exile,  awaiting 
a  time  when  Justice  should  be  permitted 
again  to  raise  her  head.  Among  those 
who  thus  sought  retirement  was  President 
John  Taylor,  who  for  two  and  a  half  years 
administered  the  affairs  of  the  Church 
from  his  place  of  retirement. 

John  Taylor  had  narrowly  escaped  the 
martyr's  fate  at  Carthage  in  1844,  but 
he  met  it  July  25,  1887,  when  he  died  in 
the  home  of  a  friend  at  Kaysville,  Utah. 
The  shock  of  sorrow  and  torturing  con- 
cern over  the  injustice  done  to  his  people 
accomplished  what  the  bullets  of  assassins 
had  failed  to  do.

Dear  President  Dalton : 

For  a  long  time  I  have  felt  that  I 
would  like  to  write  you  and  congratulate

I  have  read  with  keen  interest 
Cumorah's  Southern  Cross  and  reports 
which  have  been  coming  to  me.  I  am 
sure  that  you  are  doing  a  great  work, 
and  I  want  you  to  know  that  you  have 
our  faith  and  prayers. 

The  saints  will  perhaps  feel  that  we 
have  lost  interest  in  South  Africa.  This 
is  not  the  case.  We  have  purposely 
avoided  writing,  for  it  is  impossible  for 
us  to  keep  up  correspondence  with  all  of 
them,  but  we  still  love  the  good  people 
down  there,  and  cherish  fond  memories 
of  our  happy  years  with  them.  Our  wish 
for  you  is  that  you  will  enjoy  your  stay 
as  we  enjoyed  ours.  You  are  engaged  in 
the  most  wonderful  and  most  important 
work  in  the  world.  I  am  convinced  that 
there  is  nothing  the  world  needs  so  much 
as  it  needs  knowledge  of  the  true  and  liv- 
ing God,  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
I  am  more  and  more  convinced  of  this, 
as  I  associate  with  University  people — 
educators  and  scientists — men  who  are 
supposed  to  be  the  leaders  in  modern 
thought.  Often  times  we  find  intellectual 
giants  in  fields  of  science,  sociology,  etc., 
yet  these  same  giants  become  pygmies 
when  they  enter  the  field  of  religion. 
Men  acquainted  with  scientific  progress, 
and  who  give  themselves  so  completely 
to  this  line  of  thought  have  difficulty  in 
retaining  their  confidence  in  the  more 
intangible  things,  which  are  so  largely 
enjoyed  by  those  who  understand  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  These  great  fun- 
damental truths,  it  seems  to  me,  are  of 
most  importance,  and  abiding  faith  in 
them  contains  the  truth  values  of  life. 
We,  of  course,  must  enjoy  and  use  the 
great  benefits  of  science,  and  a  faith  which 
takes  no  account  of  modern  scientific 
thought  will  be  unsound  and  unsatisfac- 
tory. The  difficulty  with  many  of  our 
men  of  culture  is  that  they  seem  to  believe 
that  only  what  science  demonstrates  is 
true,  and  what  it  cannot  demonstrate  must 
be  disapproved.  Because  of  this  attitude 
we  are  almost  worshipping  science,  and  I 
believe  there  never  was  a  time  when  know-

Kimberley  Centennial  Conference  is 
scheduled  for  May  25,  and  Bloemfontein, 
June  1.  The  big  gathering  will  be  held 
at  Johannesburg,  June  8.  The  final 
session  will  be  at  Durban,  June  15. 

After  all  conferences  have  been  held 
President  Dalton  plans  to  proceed  to  Rho- 
desia to  visit  Salisbury  and  Bulawayo  and 
make  a  brief  survey  of  the  field  for  future 
missionary  activities.
